FARM BUREAU SAVES FARM- 
ERS RAILROAD. 


Mecosta, -Rarry, Montmorency and 
Kent Members See Value of 
Organization. 


June 19, Secretary Brody of the 
State Farm. Bureau threw the re- 
sources of the State organization to 
the aid of Farm Bureau members and 
other shippers*of Mecosta county who 
were fighting io prevent the Pere 
Marquette from stopping service on 
its Big Rapids, White Cloud branch. 
A few days later Mr. Brody sent E. 


L. Ewing, State Farm Bureau traffic 
attorney, to Washington to represent 
the shippers case to t.e Interstute 
Commerce Commission. July 29, the 
Commissiion denied the Pere Mar- 
quette permission to abandon the 
branch, basing its decision largely on 
testimony assembled and presented 
by the Farm Bureau. 

In its order to continue service the 
I. ©. C. said that the shippers had 
proved the necessity of the railroad 
to the population located along tie 
branch, that Mecosta is a prosperous 
agticultural county and increasingly 
so, and that the railroad in its peti- 
tion to abandon charged too much 
maintenance and operation cost 
against the branch. The fact that 
Mecosta county farmers had an or- 
ganization big enough to deal with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
saved t.em their railroad. 

At the same time that the Big Rap- 
ids-White Cloud decision was handed 
down the Pere Marquette was denied 
permission to an abandon its Free- 
port branch, serving Barry and Kent 
county farmers. The State Farm Bu- 
reau shippers in severa] other aban- 
donment cases. 

July 25, the Montmorency county 
Farm Bureau notified the State Farm 
Bureau that the Michigan Central 
1ad stopped running trains on its 
Lewiston Twin Lakes branch and had 
closed the Lewiston station indefinite- 
ly. The State Farm Bureau took the 
matter up with the State Utilities 
Commission. The result was that the 
railroad resumed its regular sched- 
ule of trains the following week.

OUTLINES BILL TO TAKE ROADS 


Would Authorize Federal Control If 
Peace Proposal Fails. 


Washington—Here is an gutline of 
the bill that would authorize President 
Harding to seize and operate the rail- 
roads if his latest proposal to end the 
strike fails. It was drafted by Sena- 
tor Cummins, of the interstate com- 
mercé committee, and contains thes¢ 
provisions: 

1. Declaration that an emergency 
exists. 

2. Authorization for the president 
to take over the transportation facill- 
tiles of the nation and operate them 
pending termination of the emer- 
gency. 

3. Permission for the president to 
take over individual rail systems in- 
stead of making ijt mandatory that all 
of them he seized, as was done by the 
Wilson administration during the war. 

5. Blanket power to the president 
to use his own discretion in taking 
actual control and operating the linea 

6. Continuation of the president's 
authority until congress declares that 
the emergency no longer exists. 

When the bill is presented, Presi- 
dent Harding will go before a joint 
session of congress and personally 
urge speedy action. 


U. S. PLANS FIGHT ON CANCER 


Put Disease Under Control, 

. Washington—The government is to 
begin an investigation into the causes 
of cancer, it was said at the treasury. 

Dr. J. W. Scherechewsky, assistant 
surgeon general of the public health 
service, officials said, has been desig- 
nated to make the inquiry and will 
establish headquarters in Boston, 
where it is planned to seek the co- 
operation of leading medical men and 
utilize the facilities there, for collect- 
ing data. bs 

The public health service, official 
declared, will try to put cancer, which 
they asserted is responsible for one 
in every eight deaths occurring after 
the age of 45, into the same category 
as typhus, malaria, pellagra, and other 
diseases brought under control by 
government scientists.

The picture depicp every stage 
through which a snabled veteran 
passes from the tine he leaves the 
hospital until he has been completely 
rehabilitated In some school of voca- 
tional training. : 

The film closes with the picture of 
President Harding.

GIVE PUBLIC WHAT IT WANTS 


Broadcasting Programs Are Deter- 
mined by the Criticism Offered 
by the Radio Audience. 


One very evident fact gleaned from 
the experience of the first year of 
broadcusting is that the public de 
termines the programs, in the last 
analysis. ‘The broadcasting stations, 
the artists, und the newspapers which 


have sponsored programs, bave all 
tried consistently, and for the most 
part succeeded, in improving the 


quality of the entertainment. But 
the chief idea of all three has been 
to find what the public wanted, and 


to give It, tog, in the best possible 
fashion. 

At first this was comparatively 
ensy. Every concert called forth a 


great number of Jetters, ranging Into 
the hundreds quite frequently. Con- 
sequently it was possible for the of- 
ficials at the various stations to learn 
by this expression of public opinion 
what- type of entertainment and 
which stars the public like hest. For 
that reason. a cettaln number of art- 
ists were invited several times, while 
certain features were stricken from 
the programs after one or two at- 
tempts. . 

The burden is on the radio audi- 
ence ta determine what it shall bear. 
There Is really no gatisfactory way 
of telling unless It makes Its wishes 


known, To criticize is enary. but to 
suggest Is helpful to everyone econ- 
cerned. It is snfe to predict that the 


persons responsible for arranging pra- 
grams will do their best to make them 
plensing to the radio fans if the lat- 
ter will only state what pleases them, 
A continned Interest by the public is 
the surest guarantee of high quality 
broadcasting, 
Hooking to a Tree. 

When you hook your serial to a 
tree it is probable that the tree will 
sway enough to break the wire. By 
hooking up on wa rope, run through # 
pulley and weighted to keep the nerlal 
taut, this disndvantage of the tree 
aerial will be overcome, 


CARE OF VACUUM TUBE

LARGE PRODUCERS EAT MUCH 


One of the important Points Brought 
' Out In Department Bulletin 
by J. C. McDowell. 


{Prepared by tha United States Department 
of Agriculture.) 


Cows that produce milk and butter- 
fat in large quantities have keen ap- 
petites and roomy paunches, but they 
bring in higher incomes over feed cost 
than the scanty producers, regardless 
of breed, age, welght, date of freshen- 
ing, and geographical location. This la 
one of the important polnts brought 
out ip Department Bulletin 1069, Re 
lation of Production to Iacome from 
Dairy Cows, by J. O, McDowell, just 
published by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, 

The facts in the bulletin are based 
on a study of data supplied by 6&6 
cow-testing associations in various 


za 


This Cow Ate More Than 11 Tons of 
Grain, Hay, Silage and Beet Pulp In 
a Year—~She Made in That Time 
More Than a Half Ton. of Butter 
and More Than 10 Tons of Milk. 


Party of the country. Because of bet- 
ter feeding, better breeding, and bet- 
ter care, cows owned by assuclatlon 
members are much better than the gep- 
erak run of cows, The estimated pro- 
duction per head of all the dafry cows 
in the United States is approximately 
4,000 pounds of milk and 160 pounds of 
butterfat a year. The association 
cows are about 50 per cent better, 
producing an average of 6,077 pounds 
of milk and 248 pounds of butterfat. 

According to figures based on 18,014 
yearly tadividual cow records, as but- 
terfat production increased from 100 
to 400 pounds there was a regular in- 
crease of about $16 In Income over 
feed cost per cow for every 50 pounds 
of increase {n average production of 
butterfat. As the yield of butterfat 
focreased from 909 pounds to 396 
pounds, the returns above the dollar 
expended for feed increased from 35 
cents to $1.52. 

The cows having an average milk 
production of 3,250 pounds showed an 
average Income of $32.25 over the cost 
of feed, while those producing 13,250 
pounds showed an average income of 
$218.19 over feed cust. The cows in 
the latter group produced about four 
times as much as those fn the other 
group, and thelr average income over 
cost of feed was neurly seven times as 
great. The {ncrease fu {ncume above 
feed cost grew regularly with the In- 
“rease In production. 

A study of these records shows that 
it pays best to put feed into big pro, 
ducers, even though they are big eat- 
ers, Says the depurtment.

Keep the colts penned 
in a roomy, clean, cool, ventilated box 
stall In the barn If the stall Is 
screened to keep out flies, so much 
the better. Let the colts nurse 
morning, noon and night, and run 
with their mothers in the horse pad- 
dock at night, 


CARE FOR FARM WOODLANDS 


Keep Stock Out as They injure 
Young Seedlings and Trees— 
Foreat Supplice Timber. 


Take care of the farm woodlands, 
advises the forest service of the 
United States Department of Agrt- 
culture. Keep the stock out-—they 
injure the young seedlings and trees. 
Woodland and pasture land are most 
profitable when managed separately. 
The home forest, if well cared for, will 
supply all the timber which the farm 
needs for bulldings, fences and fuel. 


Animal Food Required. 
Animal food {s required for the 
best growth in chicks, aa well as for 
large egg yields. Where bugs and 
worms are scarce, it is well to feed 
meat scrap, fish scrap, or any form 

of milk products. :
